INVESTIGATION SHOULD BE 
COMPLETE. 


The fire in the convent at St, Albert 
calls for investigation thorough and com: 
plete, at whatever cost of time any money 
If the suspicion is well-founded that the 
building was set on fire by thieves who 
hoped to cover their traces after robbing 
the vault, no effort should be spared to 
bring the culprits to justice 

Incendiarism is a crime which 
cording to a recent report of the provincial 
fire marshal, has been increasing in 
Alberta, and to curb which active meas- 
ures should be taken, But setting fire to 
a building in which hundreds of children 
and their teachers are sleeping is a crime 
for which incendiarism is a totally inade- 
quate term 


A CONTRAST IN POLICY 
Premier Bracken of Manitoba was 
able to present a balanced budget to the 
legislature. The balancing was accom- 
plished by increasing the provincial in- 
come tax and “strict economy” whiclt 
presumably means slashing expenditure. 
This, Albertans will note, is in sharp con- 
trast to the policy that is being followed 
by the Brownlee Government. There is 
no provincial income tax in Alberta, and 
no increase in taxation is being made, he 
budget has not been balanced. Nor has 
there been any radical curtailment of ex- 
penditure. 

That Alberta people will worry because 
their Government did not take steps such 
as were taken by the Bracken Government 
to produce a state of equilibrium in the ac- 
counts is not very likely. A provincial in- 
come tax never encouraged or enabled 
people to spend money or invest money; 
two things the country badly needs at the 
present time. Nor did slashing public ex- 
venditure in a period of hard times eve: 
help to make the times better. 

THE POOL LIABILITY 

At the beginning of last week Alber- 
ta’s liability to the banks on account of 
the Wheat Pool guarantee stood at about 
five and a half million dollars. Against 
this the province held securities valued at 
more than eight millions. 

On paper the showing is not as bad as 
had been somewhat generally anticipated. 
What the liability will eventually amount 
to in dollars and cents may not be known 
for some time. That will depend on the 
future price of wheat, on whether the 
Pool continues to function and how, and 
perhaps on how much can be realized if 
the province has to foreclose on the se- 
curities and turn them into money. 

This five and a half millions represents 
the amount the Pool paid to its members 
for wheat less the amount the Pool was 
able to get for the wheat. The loss re- 
sulted because the market price sank to a 
point below the fixed initial payment 
made by the Pool to members on delivery 
of their wheat. 

Should prices advance sharply, there 
would be a margin of profit on wheat now 
held by the Pool, and on wheat still to 
be called in from the members, which 
would go to reduce the amount owing to 
the banks and, if necessary, a percentage 
can be collected on the Pool operations in 
future years for the same purpose, Pre- 
supposing the Pool to continue in business, 
there is thus a chance that the province 
will have to do nothing more than con 
tinue to guarantee its account until the 
debt is worked off. 

As the market price now stands high- 
er than the initia! payment that is made 
to Pool members, it may be assumed that 
the sum stated represents the maximum 
liability the province will incur. What 
the securities held by the province are 
really worth to it the public will be able 
to judge when the promised statement is 
made as to exactly what these securities 
are. 


An Ottawa despatch says the Govern- 
ment has decided to take a two-year 
holiday from active immigration effort 
That will arouse neither popular surprise 
nor protest, Presuming the iost rapid 


recovery of conditions that can be looked 
for, there is an ample supply of unskilled 
labor of all kinds in the country for two 
years, and perhaps longer 

It may be doubted that at the end of 


two years, or at any later date, we shall 
see a revival of the energetic attempts of 


ment of people into Canada, The condi- 
tions which made that policy advisable at 
an earlier time, or which saved it from 
being even dangerous, are passing. 

Behind the immigration effort of past 
years was always the fact—and the 
thought—that in the prairie provinces 
were thousands of acres of virgin land, 
open to homesteading, where a proportion 
of the new-comers would choose to stake 
out claims for themselves and where the 
mass of them could do so if steady work 
and good wages did not attract them to 
other occupations. 

The homestead, as a lure for the 
immigrant, or as a refuge for him if em- 
ployment failed, is vanishing. The Lands 
Act now before the legislature’of Alberta 
states that no one may take a homestead 
in this province who has not lived here 
for five years or more. Saskatchewan 
and Manitoba, influenced by the same con- 
ditions and considerations, are likely to 
adopt the same restriction, 

When homesteads are no longer open 
to them, immigrants cannot with pru- 
dence, or even with honesty, be invited to 
come to Canada except in such numbers 
as there may be assured employment for. 
We shall probably not again see an immi- 
gration “rush,” or the attempt to cause 
one, The day of land-scrambles is past. 

The death of Judge Taylor removes 
one of the oldest, best known and most 
respected residents of Edmonton. His life 
from young manhood was spent here, and 
as a man, a lawyer and a judge he won 
and held the esteem of a wide circle of 
friends ‘and the respect and confidence 
of his fellow townsmen.

CONSTRUCTING 

It is very easy to arrange aft appetizing and well 
balanced menu if you understand a few of the under- 
lying principles of dietetics. Here is a good pian to 
follow: ‘The first thing in the morning upon artsing 
use about a glassful of acid fruit juice, Some of the 
following fruit juices are very satisfactory: Tomato 
juice, juice of one lemon in a glass of water, orange 
juice, grapefruit juice, pineapple juice, berry juice, 
Grapejuice, apple cider or in season it is all right to 
use some of the juicier fruits, such as watermelon, 
canteloupe, cherries, grapes, berries, etc, The juice 
should be taken about a half hour before breakfast, 
and if the pulp is used, about an hour before 
breakfast. Let the breakfast consist of three dif- 
ferent kinds of food, such as the following: 

1, Breakfast may be arranged with one or two 
eggs prepared in any style; or some type of meat, 
such as ham or chops; or for vegetarians, some other 
type of protein, such as nuts or csottage cheese 

2. Melba toast or breakfast cereals, 

3. Some stewed fruit, such as dried figs, pears, 
raisins, prunes or some fresh cooked fruit, such as 
baked apple, applesauce, pears, berries, ete. 

Luneheon may also consist of three different kinds 
of food, such as the following: 

1, A large raw salad of one or more of the fol- 
lowing Celery, spinach, asparagus, cucumber, pars- 
ley, beets, carrots, parsnips, turnips, lettuce, oyster 
plant, mallow, endive, avocado, ripe olives. 

2. One or two cooked vegetables from the fol- 
lowing list Celery, spinach, small string beans, as- 
paragus, summer squash, cucumber, eggplant, beet 
tops, beets, carrots, parsnips, turnips, pumpkin, let- 
tuce, okra, chayotes, oyster plant (salsify), mallow, 
kale, gucchini, vegetable marrow, 

3. One starchy food of any the the following: Po- 
tatoes, green corn, macaroni, spaghettt, vermicelli, 
noodles, Hubbard squash, rice, corn bread, corn meal, 
wheat flour biscuits, whole wheat flour, whole wheat, 
gluten bread, barley, canned corn, sweet potatoes. 

The dinner is usually the largest meal of the day, 
and may be arranged as follows: 

1, Boup may be made of any non-starchy vege- 
table or combination of non-starchy vegetables with- 
out the addition of flour, although cream, butter or 
some of the same kind of meat used at the latter part 
of the meal may be added for flavoring. 

2. A raw salad of any of the non-starehy vege- 
tables listed for luncheon; raw tomatoes may also bo 
added to this salad if you desire, as this is the non- 
starchy meal of the day 

4, One or more cooked 
as listed under the luncheon 

4. The protein part of the meal should consist 
of any one of the following: Lean beef, mutton, chic- 
ken, rabbit, turkey, fish, eggs, cheese, 

5, Dessert may be any of tho following: Stewed 
and baked fruits, gelatin desserts, ice cream, ices, 
vanned fruits, custard, fruit whips, junket. It ts bet- 
ter not to use starchy desserts with this protein meal,
